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The R8 GT coupe -Audi's 
answer to the Lamborghini 
Gallardo Superleggera 
series - was unveiled 
recently, so it was only a 
matter of time before they 
chopped the top off. After 
all, Audi owns Lambo now. 
Production's limited to 333 
units worldwide, with only 
66 being UK spec. It's basically 
a V10-engined Spyder that's 
had various tweaks. 






It's also 85kg lighter than 
a standard V10 R8 # weighing 
in at a meagre 1,640kg. 

The GT interior's finished as 
standard in black Alcantara, 
but fine Nappa leather and 
a choice of crimson red or 
titanium grey are options.

How two Brits 

emerged alive 
from a prison 

massacre! 

hen Leicester lads 
James Miles and 

Paul Loseby were 
caught smuggling 
10kg of cocaine out of 
Venezuela in 1994, ihey were 
banged up for 30 years in one 
of t he world s dead I iest jails. 

" Dead bod ies were so 
commonplace in Ya re I South 
America's most brutal and 
lawless prison |. "James Miles 
tells Nuts. "They'd be stacked 
up next to the canteen and 
left in the baking sun to rot. 
We were used to seeing 
men openly murdered. 
On our second day in Yare, 
a young guy had his brains 
blown out in the dinner 
queue right next to us." 



As James explains, the root 
of all this killing was that the 
jail was full of guns -bought 
from corrupt prison guards 
for about £200 each. 

■ Practically everybody had 
a gun in Yare: it was the only 
way to survive. Pistols and 
revolvers were everywhere, 
s were home-made 



shotguns. There were even 
grenades. Because the 
guards were totally corrupt, 
everything had a price: 
weapons, drugs, women, 
booze - even I i te itself." 



Within the savage con Tines 
of the prison, three opposing 
gangs - the Black Cut. 
el Barrio Chinos and the 
Ch icken Th ieves - practically 
ran the jail, and inmates 
had to join one to stay alive. 
James and Paul hooked up 
with the Black Cut. 

HUNTING FORTHE EAGLE 

The atmosphere was getting 
more and more tense by the 
day, and the root cause of it 




was the whereabouts of 

the jails most legendary 
gun - a Desert Eagle semi- 
automatic pistol," James 
reveals. "The Desert Eagle is 
the same gun Vinnie Jones 
has in Snatch. It's the best 
pistol money can buy and. 
in Yare, it was the ultimate 
power. Valued at £1,000 
or more, it became the stuff 
of legend - people had heard 
the distinctive noise when it 
went off, and now everybody 
was after it.' 

As time went by, it became 
apparent the Black Cut had 
it. but every other gang -and 
all of the guards -wanted it. 
The guards feared the Desert

Eagle might spark a riot if 
anybody tried to take it by 
force so a new ru le was 
issued: nobody was allowed 
to use firearms to get 
anything from anybody 
else. The el Barrio Chinos 
decided to ignore that and 
their top men issued a 
directive for its capture. 
Two of t hei r best men. 



experienced assassins, were 
ordered to go and find it. 

"These two lowlifes toured 
the prison a few times, and 
saw a guy with what they 
thought was the gun. In the 
ensuing battle, they killed 
two lads from the Chicken 
Thieves for it. Ironically, it 
was just a 9mm Browning. 
Those two boys lost their 
liv es over the wrong gun and 
el Barrio Chinos started 
a war," James explains. 

"The whole prison was put 
on lockdow n. You could cut 



the atmosphere with a knife. 
Everybody knew there was 
a serious, serious storm 
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brewing. Two hours later, 
some idiot opened all the 
locks inside the jail. The 
National Guard retreated to 
their gun towers and sat bac k 
and watched as the Barrio 
Chinos were slaughtered." 

BLOODY BATTLE 

The Black Cut and the 
Chicken Thieves joined forces 
then went in and murdered 
every single Barrio Chi no 
they could find on level three 
of Ya re's Tower. 

"It didn't matter if they 
were involved in the killing of 
the two boys or not The 
whole unit had to die, and if 
you were in the gang, and got 
caught, you were dead. Full 
stop." Jan it's tells Nuts. "Over 
100 men went in and they 
slaughtered everyone they 
came across. They were 
chucking grenades in. 
spraying bullets and setting 
fire to cells. The gunfire went 
on lor four hours solid. It 
sou nded I i ke t he Gu I f Wa r. 





Hie Barrio Chinos had 

built bonfires on the landings 
to keep invaders out. but the 
heat became so intense that 
prisoners were running 
through the flames to escape 
it, only to be slaughtered. 

Others blew barred 
windows out and either 



climbed down three storeys, 
or took their chances and just 

jumped to escape the inferno. 
Any that did make it down to 
the ground tried to climb 
barbed wire fences to get 
away but the National Guard 
opened fire on them from 
the gun towers. In one night, 
the Barrio Chinos were 
totally wiped out. 

THE AFTERMATH 

" I he next morning, the 
prison's main gates burst 
open, "James remembers. 
"A soldier clutching a 
megaphone stormed in and 
started bellowing orders. 
'We're coining in, and we're 
going to clear out any guns 



we lind! We want this Desert 
Eagle! Resist, and you'll die!' 
By bad luck, I was nearest to 
t he gate, and a g uard came 
straight at me," continues 
James. "He blasted a plastic 
bullet from his shotgun right 
into my fool and shouted. 
Move, gringo, move!' 

"CS gas canisters were 
being shot in all directions, 

and you could barely see 
through the choking, eye- 
stinging smog. Unbelievably, 
three tanks then rolled in, 
w ith their gun turrets 
pointed at The Tower!" 

A platoon of soldiers in 
balaclavas stomped in, armed 
with machine guns and 
grenades. A tense, face-off 
ensued. "We knew we had 
more useable firepower than 
the army," says James. " N. eah, 
they had tanks, but they'd 
have to flatten the jail, and 
then come in and get us out. 
The government would never 
stand for tanks being 

deployed against pris 



balaclavas were a real worry. 

Were they hiding their 

identities for a sinister 
reason? Word spread that the 
prisoners were about to < >pcn 
fire first. But high-powered 
Black Cut bosses calmed the 
ranks and allowed the guards 
in They shredded mattresses 
and took as many guns as 
they could find. Sh*tguns 
were surrendered. All the 
good g u ns were sa fely 
stashed - including the 
Desert Eagle." 

More than 60 men had died 
for that gun. but a full-on war 
between an army with tanks 
and 3,000 murderous 
inmates packing grenades 
and guns? That really would 
have been insane! ■
